Our cells are not sufficiently active. Cells have not yet been formed in 
tn© important streets and at tho street corners 

The various classes of the population have not been stirred from their 
apathy,, 

V.e need many local organisers (can- bo) on the lower levels. Ve still have 
to form groups of 1 resist ants ,*■ 

Party members have the bad habit of underestimating our opponents,, 

In short,, during the past four months we have made little progress. Pro- 
paganda and practical efforts have not produced adeems te results. Hence- 
forth we must build up cells, form new local leaders and intensify the 
education of tho party members 
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Precepts for Future 

Propaganda must be increased among the workers , students, small 
shop-keepers and civil servants; and cells must be formed within 
each category* 

h. The number of party adherents in the densely populated districts, 
in the armed forces and in the police must bo quadrupled®

They will prepare demolition ©quads whose duty it will he to destroy 
property, factory installation© and administrative offices - However, 
these squads will prevent the destruction of property and Installations 
by the opponents themselves* 

lie The population must be made aware of the significance of the general 
attack which is to take place shortly,. 
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
